Street Department Work 


There has been more or lers con- 


troversy about street paving, smooth 
and otherxvise. of late, and a compara- 
tive statement of figures taken at the 
city engineer's office gives the present 
commissioner of streets and highways, 
Charles J. Morse, a. big lead over his 
predecessors. During the two years of 
his term as commissioner there has 
been a tremendous amount of paving 
done. He lias supervised the construc- 
tion of I6,7^S square yards of granite 
pavement: the laying of 154.7$^ square 
yards of macadam, and the construc- 
tion of r.early five milos of s-iwers.

WASHINGTON'. Dec. 13.—Early en- 


largement ot the membership of the 
Interstate commerce commission, with 
statutory power to act through sub- 
divisions, nnd "appropriate and ade- 
tjuste" legislation for control over rail- 
way capitalization were among the im- 
poriant recommendations made to con- 
gress today in the commission's annual

HISTORY OF TABLE SERVICE 


A table decorated with glistening 


linen and flowers and adorned ivllh 
beautiful dishes appears to us today as 
the Indispensable provision for a splen- 
did meal as well as 
the 
absolutely 


necessary adjunct to hospitable good- 
fellowship. 
'But all the Implements, 


vessels, etc., that we now use as a 
matter of course were not available in 
primitive times. 
Every piece lhat is 


to be found on our table has its his- 
tory, as, indeed, has the table itself. The 
Greeks and liomans at meal times re- 
clined upon cushions, 
before 
wiilch 


stood low benches, which served them 
In the place of tables. The first tables 
In the form used today are said to have 
appeared only about the year 1000 A. IX 


Of the eating utensils the spoon has 


the longest past. 
In Egypt and among 


the old Norse tribes it appeared as a 
secondary form of the drinking cup, 
and was fashioned of copper or precious 
metal. 
The Koreans were familiar 


with the ladle or scoop. 
The Ger- 


mans wrought spoons from horn 
or 


carvei them out- of wood, and their 
shape at first was neither pleasing nor 
convenient for the mouth. 
They called 


this Implement "spon" or "spoon." and 
in English it still hears this name, to- 
day, 
which Is related to 
the 
modern 


German word "span." 


Later appeared knives: In tho first 


place it was only the "carver" who 
possessed a carving knife. 


ts use was absolutely banished from 


monasteries. 
In the French 


It is somewhat odd that the fork only 


came into use near the 16th century. 
Before this epoch food was conveyed to 
the mouth hy the 
fingers. 
In this 


fashion dined the great Pericles anrt 
the talented Aspasla, tho godlike Mar- 
cus Antonius and the infatuating Cleo- 
patra. Siegfried, the hero, and the blond 
Krlmhlld, yet, even 
Max, the 
last, 


knight, and the beautiful Maria of 
.Burgundy. 
The splendor of classic 


antiquity becomes 
almost 
dim. 
the 


imaginative romanticism oC the middle 
ages loses its charm, when one fancies 
himself transported to the tables of the 
high.and mighty lords of that age. In 
the forkless age it was the custom 
after the. meal was over to reach for 
bowls or s.mall dishes filled with wa- 
ter, in which the guests would wet 
their fingers. 


The fork, the' Invention of a gold- 


smith of Florence, was in the middle 
Hges a rarity even at the courts of 
kings; 
only in the early decade of tho 


16th 
century did it gradually come into 


use. 
For a long time, however, it 


was considered as something unneces- 
sary; Indeed, it was looked upon as an 


monastery of Kt. Maur the Introduc- 
tion of the fork caused a violent strife 
between the old and the young monks, 
since the former were stubbornly op- 
posed to tlic use of tho fork and dc- 
clnred it 
sinful to use it. 
Queer. 


Ktlz.ibeth Is supposed to have hcon 
the first Knglishwonian that made use 
of the fork; ihe ladles of the houses of 
York and Lancaster were not familiar 
wlth H. 
As is well known. Ihe Chi- 


nese and Japanese 
use even today 


ornamented 
chopsticks 
Instead 
of 


forks.

ornaments tables 
in 
such attractive 


forms and exceedingly varied dc-slgns.

The 
people ^employed wooden 


and pewter beakers; the wealthy and 
influential possessed gorgeous drinking 
vessels of gold and silver, which even 
at the present time arouse admiration 
through their execution, which is often 
highly artistic, and which are the orna- 
ments of many an old family treasure, 
handed down from generation to gen- 
eration, a most precious remembrance 
of the ancestors.

drinking cup plays a part,

the commerce of Venice spread afar 
the products of tho proud republic the 
famous Venetian 
glassware 
reached 


the tables of the wealthy. Plates and 
howls before tho invention of porce- 
lain were usually fashioned of metal, 
especially of silver and tin, and often 
possessed a high value. 


Among the chlefyornamental pieces 


on the tables of all thoso who occu- 
pied the highest ranks waro for a very 
long time the salt 
dishes. 
These 


were often real works of art wrought 
of gold and silver by the greatest mas- 
ters of their period. 
The famous 


Benvenuto Cellini made for King Fran- 
cis T. of France a salt cellar of gold 
which is a grand 
testimonial of hib 


genius.' and Is now considered one ot 
the most precious posscsious of tin. 
imperial gallery at Vienna. 
The In- 


vention of silver plaling and the use 
of various metal alloys, out of which 
objects fire made aE artistic and^.as 
skilful as 
If composed 
of 
precious 


metal, have rendered Ihe most elegant 
table services less costly. 
These have 


lost their aristocratic character, 
and 


the spread of luxury as well as a high- 
ly developed esthetic sense have made 
a finely adorned table and ornamental 
dishes a daily necessity even for the

Calls Sinking of Ancona "Wanton 


Slaughter" — Asks Disavowal, 
Punishment and Reparation 


BIGGEST OF BRIDGES, LINKING BOSTON 


WITH THE SOUTH, NEARING COMPLETION 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Further 


action by the United States govern- 
ment on Its demands of Austria-Hun- 
gary as set forth in a communication 
regarding tiie sinking of the 
Italian 


liner Ancona.j the text of .which was 
published today, now rests with the 
Austrian government. 


Formal demand is mnde in the com- 


ftiunlcation for a prompt disavowal of 
the sinking of the Ancona by an Aus- 
trian submarine, .punishment 
of 
the 


submarine commander and reparation 
for the American citizens killed or in- 
jured. 
The note clearly indicates that 
a 


break in the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries will follow 
failure of the Austro-Hunprarian gov- 
ernment to redress the acts of the sub- 
marine commander, 
which are 
de- 


clared to be illegal and Indefensible. 
A week at most probably will lie given 
Austria-Hungary to accede to Amer- 
ican demands. 


FUl-L TEXT OF .VOTE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The text of 


the American note to Austrla-Hnneary 
regarding the sinking of tho Ancona. 
as handed to the Austrian foreign of- 
fice on Thursday by Ambassador Pen- 
field at Vienna, was made public last 
night. It is as follows:

The bridge is not the longest 
bridge in the world, but the Hell Gate bridge, as it will be known, will 
be the longest steel arch bridge by more than 300 feet. 
It will be the

proaching viaducts and connections, will bp the greatest in the world. 
The cost of the bridge proper across Hell Gate is $20,000,000, or, with 
the ten mile system of bridges of which it is a part, $30,000,000.

si sudden and very grent pressure In the 
surrounding air. This pressure causes 
shell shock" from which thousands of 
soldiers liavo suffered during this war. 
Though there is not the slightest sign 
of a bruise or Injury In any w:iy. yet men 
lave been completely Incapacitated for 
iionths after a big shell has hurst near 
hem. 


Sometimes. Indeed, tho sudden 
air 


iressuro has Ijc-en so terrific that meii 
nivo been killed outright from It, al- 
though no portion of the shell has hit 
them. Others become temporarily deaf, 
dumb or blind. In nearly every case, 
ndced, the. eyesight is affected, 
and

after.

where soldiers have lost their 


memory owing to shell shock, and are 
unablo to recognize any of ^heir friends 
though they are normal in every other 
way.
